THE GROWTH OF A FLEET. 


(Harper's Weekly.) 


The United States has been constructing war vessels 


with increased rapidity within the last several years. 
This increase in quickness of construction Is due in a 
great measure to a close study of government, work on 
the part of contractors, and to a more complete prep- 
aration of plans by the government naval architects. 
And today the rapidity of warship construction in the 
United States compares favorably with the rate of such 
construction in those foreign countries which have es- 
tablished a reputation for quick building of vessels. 


The Atlantic fleet was reorganized on July 1, after

The United 
States will then have the most powerful aggregation of 
warships it has ever assembled under one command. 
Rear Admiral Hugo Osterhaus will become commander- 
in-chtet, with the Connecticut as his 
flagship. 
The 


twenty-five war vessels of the fleet will have an aggre- 
gate full-load displacement of 427,672 
tons. 
The 


heaviest vessels will he the Florida and Utah, each dis- 
placing at full load 23,033 tons, the next heaviest the 
Delaware and North Dakota, with a full load displace- 
ment o£ 23,OfiO tons, and the lightest the Ohio, Maine 
and Missouri, each with a full load displacement, of 1'3,- 
500 tons. The total number of guns of large caliber— 
ten-inch, twelve-inch and thirteen-inch-—in the fleet will 
be 132, besides five-inch, six-inch, seven-inch and eight- 
inch guns to the number of 404, and the thousands of 
smaller guns and field pieces. 


The total estimated cost of this fleet Is $181,250.000. 


Of all the vessels of the fleet the Florida will have cost 
the most, something like $10,000,000 having been re- 
quired to make her complete and in fighting trim. The 
Missouri is the least expensive of the aggregation of the 
war vessels, costing only ?5,258,000. There will be re- 
quired to command the new fleet LOSS officers and 21,- 
431 enlisted men. The massive Florida and Utah will 
each require sixty officers and 954 men, while the 13,- 
500-ton Maine needs only forty officers and 667 men. 


So fast is the American navy growing that a further 


reorganization has already been planned for April 1, 
1912, 
when the Wyoming and Arkansas (now building), 


of 27,000 tons each, will he added to the 
fleet. 
The 


Wyoming will then become the flagship, and by relega- 
tion of some of the older vessels to the second line, the 
total full load displacement, or weight of the fleet will 
amount, to 458.752 tons. There will be 148 ten and 
twelve-inch guns, the four armored cruisers having four 
ten-inch guns and the other vessels twelve-inch, and 41S 
guns of from five to eight-inch caliber. 


It is estimated that, the fleet will cost by that time 


$191.881,841, and it. will require 1.178 officers and 22,- 
162 men to make up the complement. 
The highest- 


priced ships will then be the Wyoming and Arkansas, 
each of which will have cost over $12,000,000. 
The 


crew of each of these vessels will consist of eighty-five 
officers and 1,030 enlisted men. So our navy grows.

have never gripped the hearts of the

was left out or minimized. They have 
been young people's societies, 
some- 


times young peoples societies o£ en- 
deavor, but not Young People's Socie- 
ties of Christian Endeavor; and so they 
have had no long life or wide accept- 
ance. 


Keep Principles in Sight. 


"While I believe In the utmost flexi- 


bility ot Christian Endeavor, and its 
ability to adapt itself to all conditions, 
and to incorporate within Itself every- 
thing that young people need for their 
religious training, let us never lose 
sight of our cardinal principles. 


Let me repeat It. Ours Is a religious 


society. 
We stand for training 
the 


youth along four great lines: 
Out- 


spoken acknowledgment of Christ, con- 
stant service for Christ, loyalty 
to 


Christ's 
church, 
fellowship 
with 


Christ's people. Whatever features we 
Introduce or omit, let us not forget or 
minimize these features, which really 
spell Christian Endeavor, which for 
thirty years have made it Increasingly 
successful, and which have caused it to 
find a home In every land beneath the 
sun. 


There are two dangers to be guarded 


against. First, a narrow exclusivenesa 1 
which would make the society merely a 
prayer meeting, with a very narrow 
round of duties for a few of the spirit- 
ually gifted; and, on the other hand, 
an unintelligent Inclusiveness which, 
for the sake of numbers or prestige, 
adopts every latest young people's fad, 
thus belittling or perhaps crowding out 
the very things which Christian En- 
deavor was established to maintain, 
until at last, as one has graphically ex- 
pressed it, "the guest has eaten up the. 
host." 


'Against both of these dangers we 


have one great safeguard. It Is found 
in our pledge, which is both Inclusive 
and 
exclusive. Including 
whatever 


Christ the Master would like to have 
us do, yet limiting our society and de- 
fining It as promoting In any way and 
all ways the distinctively religious life 
of young people.

The box must have handles on it oin 
of reach of the dog's teeth, so it can be 
handled by the baggageman.

teresting and important archaeological 
remains of early Byzantine times have, 
says our Constantinople correspondent, 
been brought to light. Thus near the 
so-called Palace of Justinian, on tlie 
shores of the Marmora sea, the work- 
men discoverer! a magnificent and well 
preserved column. It Is sai<;l to belong 
to the beginning of the fourth century. 
It is quadrangular in shape, and a lit- 
tle over five meters In height. On three 
of its sides are seen fine Byzantine 
carvings, representing beautiful reliefs 
of ivy leaves and vine foliage. 


At the same place were found several 


exquisite capitals, fragments of cor- 
nices, arches 
and 
other Byzantine 


structures. 


Not less interesting are the ancient 


works of canalization that have been 
unearthed to the north o£ the Stam- 
boul railway station.. They, too, date 
from the fourth century, anrl consist 
of very strong and 
solid masonry. 


Through this drainage canalization It 
will he easy to determine as to where 


T exactly the seashore was in the fourth 


century. 


It is hoped that a. number of other 


archaeological remains of old Byzan- 
tine times will be discovered in this 
place. 
A great obstacle is the rail- 


way line that runs through here. 


Als'o during the excavations on the 
Atmeidan" (the ancient hippodrome) 
a number of valuable remains have 
been discovered. Rumors are abroad 
that the so-called "Spina," the centra] 
longitudinal line of the race course, 
has been found. 
I made inquiries, and 


was assurer! by competent authorities 
that this was not yet quite sure. Of 
great interest is the find of a Cor- 
inthian capital of a very ancient date. 
The exact period is not yet fully es- 
tablished. It is a magnificent piece of 
workmanship, ornamented with several 
ine designs, and shows on each of its 
our faces a mysterious figure, half 
horse, half eagle. 
It was removed to 


the museum, and thus forms a fine ad- 
dition to its wonderful collection of 
exquisite marble remains.
